NAVY WINS ITS FIGH

Personnel Bill is Passed by the Honss Without
Division.

Material Increase in Mads in the Marine
Corps Brauch,

TO HAVE GENERAL OFFICERS AND STAFF

Compulsory Retirements from the Navy Are
Provided for.

RELIEVES CONGESTION IN LOWER RANKS

Measure Makea Cerinln Chnnges for
Which the OMicern of the Navy
Have Heen Fighting for
Years.

WASHINGTON. Jan, 17.—The house to-

out division on the final passage, thus ac-
compliahing what the officers of the navy
have striven for during more than a decade.

Iy ita provislon the line and the engi-
nieer corps are welded Into an amalgamated
HHue, staff officers are given positive rank,
but the command s limited to their own
corps, apd a system of voluntary and eom-
pulsory retirements on Lhree-quarters pay,
as of the next higher rank, of forty officers
a year, s established. which Is designed to
remove the congestion in the lower rank at
45. The blll also practically equalizes thelr
piy with that of army officers,

Three 4mpomant amendments were
adopted. One creates a judge advocate's
vorps, another abolishes prize money and a
third provides for the retirememt, on three-
guarters pay, of enlisted men and petly
officers in the navy after thirty years' serv-
fce.

But the most Important change In the hill
as reported was the adoption, after a hard
fight, of o substitute for the organization of
a marine corps, by which the corps Is to
conalst of 6.000 enlisted men and petty offi-
cers, with general officers and staff. This
will Increase the marine corps by 1,300 men
and lncrease the cost of Its maintenance
$1,500,000,

Several unimportant bills were passed by
unaulmous consent before the personnel bill
was taken up.

Withdraws MeCleary BilL

Immedlately after the reading of the
fournal Mr. McCleary, republican of Minne-
pota, on benalf of tha banking currency com-
misslon, made a statement to the
effect that the vote on the currency
bill reported at the last messlon had beea
regularly taken In the commission, and he
therefore msked that the b'il be re-com-
mitted,

o abandoned " asked Mr. Richardvon, dem-
ocrat of Tennessee,

‘‘No, i’

"'The other side han promlsed currency
futorm,"” continued Mr. Richardson, “and I
mouly like o kuow it the bill 18 aptin tay
Qa reported.”

There Are Not Enough Shipes.

Mr. Loud, republican of California, In criti-
elsm of the bill sald the complaint of the
maval officers under the present system that
thoy did not reach command nank early
epough was due to the fact that there were
pot enough ships. Advancement was as
rapid in the navy as In the merchant serv-
fce, He made some sarcastic references to
the deep sca sallors on the committee who
fived In West Virginia and other Interior
ptoates,

Mr, Balley's amendment was lost—$0 to
112,

Mr, Balley then offered an amendment to
ptrike out from section 8, the section provid-
ing for compulsory retirement, the provision
for the retirement of ofMcera with the rank
fnd pay “'of the next higher grade.”

Mr. Foss sald that an Inducement had to
be held out to officers to voluntarily retire.

Mr. Balley said he hardly expeoted such
frankness from the gentleman Ih charge of
the bill. “You see.' he declared, ‘to place
a premium on retlrement from the service
¥you propose to hire men to quit in order that
the lower officers may be promoted more
rapldly, and you propose to follow this with
e almlar bil for retirement from army
service,”

The amendment was lost—72 to 79—where-
upon Mr. Balley moved to strike out the
whole section. Mr., Balley sald In principle
be opposed the whole retirement system.

Mr. Dayton, republican of West Virginia,
eald this and the following sectlon were the
wital ones in the bill. Voluntary retirement
from the lower grades would nat only pre-
vent stagnation. but it would be economical
in that oMcers would be retired In the lower
grades and not be rushed through the higher
grades and then retired In the highest rank
#t three-quarters pay.

Will FPromote EfMolency.

Mr. Cummings, In supporting the propesea
retirement system. sald: *‘This bhill s wo
promote the efMclency of the navy and. look-
fog at the Philippiues, Russia, Germany and
France. I say you will need an efficlent navy
within the next ten years.'

Mr. Cummings offered a committee amend.
ment for the retirement of enligted men and
petty officers of the navy after thirty years'
service in the civil or Spanish-American
war to be computed as douhle time,

Mr. Simpson asked why enlisted men were
not piaced on an equality with officers and
retired as of the next highest rank.

Mr. Cummings repiled that the object of
the amendment was to place the enlisted
men of the navy on an equality with those
of the army. It was only officers who had
service In the elvil war, or who were forced
out uf the service, who were retired as of
the aext highest grade.

Mr. Cummings' amendmont was adopted.

lne;elnel Marine Corps,

Mr. Meyer, democriat of Loulslana, on be-
hait of the commiitee, offered a substitute
covering the marine corpe. Under it the
murine corps would consist of one command-
ant with the rank of major general, one
brigadier general, five colonels, five lleuten-
ant colonels, ten majors, slxty captains,
sixty first and sixty second leutenants,
practically doubling the number of officers
provided for in the original bill.

Vacancies are to be filled as far as possi-
ble by senlority from the actlve line, com-
missions In the present corps not to be va-
cated. Vacancles after promotion are to be
filled by transfer from the line of the navy,
not above the grade of junlor lleutenant,
from those who eerved as second lleutenants
in the marine corps during the Spanish war,
for meritorlous service, non-commissioned
officers, or from civil life. Only a portlion
of the officers are to be appointed before
January 1, 1900,

The staff marine corps is to consist of
an adjutant and Inspector, a quartermaster,
a paymaster, each with the rank of colonel;
an asaistant adjutant and Inspector, two
nesistant quartermasters, one assistant pay-
master, each with the rank of major; and
three asslstant quartermasters  with the
rank of captain, Durlng gervice with fleets
senlor officers are to hold rank next above
their rang in the corps.

It provides for 6,000 petty officers and
enlisted men.

In response to an Inquiry Mr. Meyer said
the substitute would strengthen the marine
corps 1,300 men, and {ncreuse the cost §1,-
H00,000.

Mr. Steele, republican of Indiana, thought
the committee wus demanding a good deal
of the house In asking support for a sub-
stitute whiel had not been passed on by
the commlission which drafted the person-
nel bill.

Increane In Needed.

Mr. Mever sald the late war had demon-
strated the necesslty for an Increase of
the marine corps.

Mr. Bennett, republcan of New York,
moved to strike from the substitute the
provislon for a major general. The men
of the marine corps were scattered, he sald,
and npever mobllized, The commandand
waa simply a bureau officer and not en-
titled to the rank of nworoﬂpm.k

Mr. Peamee, repudlican of Mislguri, &-
posed the substitute. For the reputation and
good name of the commiltee aund his party
in the house he hoped the substitute would
be voted down.

Mr. Meyer said in the preparation of the
substitute army organization had “een fol-
lowed, but upon solicitation tre accepted the
Bennett amendment, striking out the pro-
vislon for a major general.

The wsubstitute was adopted, 86 to 05.

The bill was then then reported to the
house.

Mr. Blecle demanded a separate vote on
the marine corpa substitute, and it was
taken by ayes and nays, and the substitute
wns adopted. 127 to fid. The blll was then
passed without division,

Saturday, January 28, was got aside for
paying tribute to the memory of the late

At 5:20 p. m. the house adjourned.

Governor Ludlow,

—

' CITY BANKRUPT, DESTITUTE AND HELPLESS

He In Impressed by the Mngnlinde of
the Work of Regencrantion In
Cuba=Prize Left Hehind
by Spaniards,

HAVANA, Jan. 17.—Some Idea of the con-
ditlons here In Mavana and of the real mag-
nitude of the work before the military ad-
ministraticn can be gathered from a letter
recently sent by Major General Ludlow of the
Department of Havani to the late Mayor
Marquis 4’ Esteben In reply to a letter com-
| plalning that ecertain United Statem staff of-
! fleers had been operating In the mayoralty
wephere without consulting him.

After an expression of regret that the
! marquis had been Inconvenlenced in any
way and wun assurance that whatever had
been done no discourtesy was intended, Gen-
ernl Ludlow says:

“You must admit, however,
of Havana I8 in a deplorable condition. The
Spanfards have left 1t bankrupt, unable to
pay its employes, who have lacked their
walaries for many monihs. The prisoas.
asyluma and homes for the destitute arm
without supplles, food or medicine. The san-
itary condition is frightful. Almost Incon-
ceivable abuses exist, which are a continu-
ing menace to the health of the eity.

Two Centurien Hehind Time,

“The Spanlards have left Havana without
searcely an attribute of modern civilization
and practically In the sanitary conditlon of
a cily of two centurles ago. For the time
being Havana, as well as ¢he |sland, is in a
helpless and destitute condition, The United
Statea is provisionally In charge of {he ad-
ministration of alfalrs, The American gov-
ernment has expended large sums of money
for the regeneration of the fsland and |Is
ready to spend more, The money which at
this vory moment I8 being used to maintaln
the charitable institutions of the clty is
money allotted by the United States as a
free gift for this purpose, We have given
food rations by the milllon and employment
by the thousands to those who noed it

“"The retiring Spanlsh oMelals have pli-
laged almost every publie bullding destined
for use, stripping all of everything of value
with a fow exceptions and leaving behind
only the accumulated filth of generations.
Within three months will come the wet
scnson with deplorable possibllities as o the
outbreak of an epldemlic, particularly yellow
fever. from which Havana suffers the yedr
round owing to the gross neglect of all san-
itary precautions.

Ao Time for Tedious Detnil.

“In these ¢lreumstances, faced by the
gravest emergency, with !mmediate meas-
ures of rellel necessary In all directlons,
with public Insiltutions to be reorganized
and equipped, with the streets to clean and
pave, the sewers to e built, unteld abomi-
nations to be obliterated and the common
people to be educated In the elementary
principles of modern elvilized llfe, it is sim-
ply impossible at thils moment for the
United States military authorities to go
through the tedious processes: Imposed by
Spanish methods upon local administration.'

Invited the marquis to jols I measures
tending to amellorate the deplorable condl-
tlons under which Havana suflers,

The trinl of James E. Buckley of Company
E, Second Louisiana volunteers, for the kill-
ing of Private John D, Hughes of the same
company January 7, was concluded today at
Mariano.

Mayor la Coste has 12sued a general order
to all physiclans In Havana to notify the
authorities of cases of yellow fever or other
contageous dlseasea coming under their at-
tentlon. A deputatlon of shore masters
called today on the mayor to ask him to pay
something lke sixteen months' arrears of

salary. He has taken the proposal under
consideration,
An  American recently shipped from

Clara, on the north coast, 1,000 pounds of
oplum, where it was placed on the market.
Therse belng no sale for It the owner brought
it to Havana. Collector Bliss referred him
to the governor general and the latter may
consider It unwise to allow it to be offered
here. The owner has already pald the duty
at Calbarten.
